The efforts of Secretary Knox to 
m ake M anchuria a free and wide open 
field for every nation th a t may wish 
to trade th ere have not yet borne 
fruit, but the campaign is by no m eans 
ended. 
Japan very naturally Is not over 
keen to yield any advantages which It 
gained as a result of Its war with R us­ 
sia. hut th e assumption on the part of 
Jacob H. Schiff the banker, and o th ­ 
ers not so eminent as he, th a t this 
will lead to a war Is not borne out by 
the facts as they exist. 


F ar Ea st Situation at a Glance. 
The situation in the P ar E ast as It 
relates to th e United S tates can be 
summ ed up as fo llo w s: 
First, Japan and China have given 
Secretary Knox a direct 
guarantee 
that the open door policy as laid down 
by this country is not meddled with 
nor abrogated by any subsequent pacts 
which Japan and China have made 
since. This m eans that unless one or 
the other m akes a point of going back 
on Its assurance to the state d epart­ 
ment, the United 
S tates will have 
nothing to complain of in th e way of 
lost influence or prestige In China. 
Second, the fin a n c ie r s rath e r than 
the diplom ats appear to be worried 
over the construction of the new rail 
.oad from the sea north to the Siber­

Street by street the details of police
